This application is rejected on the grounds stated below. Any opinion 
about the rejection must be filed within 60 DAYS of the mailing date hereof. 

REASON 

The inventions recited in the following claims are unpatentable 
under Section 29 (2) of the Patent Law, as being such that the 
invention could easily have been made by a person with ordinary 
skill in the art to which the invention pertains, on the basis of the 
invention described in the following publications distributed in 
Japan or a foreign country prior to this application. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-10 
References 1-5 
Note: 

Reference 1 discloses a compound represented by the general formula 
(I) and a compound represented by the general formula (IX-2) of the present 
invention (claim 1 ). The photosensitive materials of Examples 2-9 of 
Reference 1 contain the compounds conresponding to the general fonnulas (VI) 
to (XI) of the present invention, and each of the emulsions of the reference 
contain metals recited in claim 10 of the present application. (See the 
documents in the descriptions of the respective examples). 

Therefore, the present invention is different from the invention described 
in Reference 1 only in the following respect: Reference 1 does not disclose the 
compound represented by the general formula (IV) or (V), and the other points 
are the same. 
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Reference 2 discloses that an emulsion containing a sensitizing dye and 
the compound corresponding to the general fonnula (V) of the present invention 
increases the sensitivity and restrains the fog, and particularly increases the 
sensitivity and restrains the fog during storage at high temperature and high 
humidity. (See Reference 2, claim 1 , page 2, lower right column, lines 1 0 to 1 8, 
page 8, upper left column, lines 12 to 17, and Example.) Therefore, it is easy 
to contain the compound represented by the general formula (V) in Reference 1 
in order to inaease the sensitivity and restrain the fog. 

The range of the content of the compound represented by the general 
formula (V) of Reference 2 is broader than that in claim 1 of the present 
application. However, the effect of the present invention is the same as that 
described in Reference 2. There is no new or particularly advantageous effect 
obtained by specifying the content from 1 mol% or more to 50 mol% or less. 

The silver halide particle of Example 9 of Reference 1 is the same as the 
silver halide particle recited In claim 3 of the present application. The silver 
halide particles of Examples 6 and 7 of Reference 1 are the same as the silver 
halide particle recited in claim 6 of the present application. The silver halide 
particle recited in claim 4 or 5 of the present application is also known. (See, 
for example, References 3 and 4.) There is no difference in effect due to a 
difference in silver halide particle in the present invention. 

The photosensitive material in Reference 1 can be reduction-sensitized 
(see page 53, right column, lines 16 to 33). The compound recited in claim 9 
of the present application is a compound known as a reduction sensitizer. 
(See, for example. Reference 5, page 12, left column, lines 17 to 45.) 

Since the reference numbers of References 1 and 5 in the Official Action 
mailed April 20, 2004 are erroneous, the Official Action is resent. Reference 1 
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escribes a case in which an electron-donating group is not an end of an 
electron-donating compound. 
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
